In Matthew the fish is refer­ 
red to as a whale, which is not a fish 
hut a mammal. 
The Bible, however 
was written when whales

W hether the horse continues 
tc 
decline in numbers by reason of dis­ 
placement by the motor car and trac­ 
tor, or not, the horse business is due 
for better times in the opinion of J 
0. Williams of the U. S. Department 
of 
Agriculture.

declined in 1928 to the lowest
